The  mia  of  material  required  to  be  handled  in  the  Copyright  Office  ha* 
amused  large  proportion*.  Daring  the  fiscal  year  1898-90  more  than  eighty -five 
thousand  titles  for  copyright  were  received  and  considered.  Oat  of  this  number 
80.068  actual  entries  were  made.  In  the  case  of  more  than  three  thousand  appli¬ 
cations  the  entries  desired  were  not  permitted  by  the  copyright  law  and  the  fee* 
were  returned  to  the  senders,  by  check  in  each  case.  Twenty-five  thousand  on« 
hundred  and  fifty-five  copyright  certificates  were  written,  revised,  and  mailed. 
More  than  sixty -seven  thousand  letters  were  received,  and  over  ninety  thousand 
separate  pieces  of  mail  matter  were  sent  from  the  Copyright  Office  during  th« 
fiscal  year  1808-99. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  one  handled  and  forty-three  articles  (books, 
periodicals,  musical  compositions,  maps,  photographs,  engravings,  etc.)  were 
received,  acknowledged,  dated,  numbered,  credited,  and  catalogued,  more  than 
one  hundred  and  forty  thousand  catalogue  cards  being  made  for  this  purpose. 

These  figures  give  some  idea  of  the  amount  of  detail  work  required  to  he  done 
in  the  Copyright  Office.  It  is  earnestly  desired  to  handle  all  copyright  matter 
with  such  care  and  method  that  the  hnsinees  intrusted  to  the  office  shall  he 
executed  with  correctness  and  reasonable  dispatch.  The  clients  of  the  Copy 
right  Office  can  give  their  aid  and  expedite  their  copyright  business  by  acqui 
earing  in  the  following  suggestions : 

1.  Remit  only  the  exact  rxx  required  by  law,  as  stated  in  the  Fee  Circular 
and  "Directions."  _ 

1  Send  no  remittance  unaccompanied  by  TITLE  and  proper  application  for 
copyright,  with  a  clear  statement  of  the  name  and  ad  drees  of  the  remitter,  and 
how  it  is  desired  the  money  should  he  applied. 

8.  Send  no  remittance,  or  stamp,  or  stamped  envelope  tor  return  postage . 

4.  Send  no  article  for  Dxroarr  without  marking  upon  the  article  itwelf  (not 
the  wrapper)  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender. 

5.  Send  no  article,  such  as  a  photograph,  engraving,  or  chromo,  without  mark 
ing  upon  it  a  title  or  name,  and  a  distinguishing  mark  or  number,  if  more  than 
one  article  bears  the  same  title. 

8.  If  a  receipt  for  deposit  is  required,  send  a  filled -out  receipt  form  WITH 
THE  ARTICLE,  not  in  separate  envelope. 

7.  Having  complied  with  the  law  in  sending  two  copies,  do  not  make  dupli¬ 
cate  deposit*.  They  are  nseleas  so  far  as  protecting  the  copyright  is  concerned, 
and  considerable  time  is  lost  in  making  the  examinations  necesasry  to  deter¬ 
mine  that  they  are  duplicates. 

8. »  If  a  certificate  la  desired,  send  a  lO-cent  internal-revenue  stamp,  unean- 
c tied.  PINNED  TO  THE  APPLICATION. 

9.  If  no  certificate  is  desired  or  paid  for.  do  .tot  send  any  revenue  stamp. 

/  10.  SEND  APPLICATION,  TITLE.  FEB.  AND,  WHEN  POSSIBLE.  \ 
\THE  TWO  COPIES  Df  ONE  PARCEL.  By  using  the  addressed  franking/ 
label  no  postage  need  be  paid,  and  the  parcel  will  not  be  subject  to  any  limit  of 
weight  or  else. 

COPYRIGHT  LAW. 

An  edition  (revised  to  March  I,  1899)  of  the  Copyright  Statutes  has  been 
published,  with  index,  in  a  pamphlet  of  24  pp  ,  of  which  a  copy  will  be  sent  to 
any  person  requesting  it  A  resident  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  or  Mexico 
is  not  required  to  send  remittance  or  stamps  for  paying  postage.

APPLICATION  POR  COPYRIGHT  ENTRY. 


It  is  highly  desirable  that  each  application  for  copy¬ 
right  entry  shall  be  so  made  that  the  law  is  strictly 
*u  complied  with,  so  that  no  question  can  arise  as  to  the 
validity  of  the  entry  recorded.  Also,  that  the  applica- 
t  ion  shall  be  in  such  a  form  that  the  Copyright  Office 
can,  upon  its  receipt,  promptly  make  the  entries  desired, 
and  thus  avoid  delay  through  the  necessity  for  corre- 
sjiondence. 

To  aid  in  accomplishing  this,  the  Copyright  Office 
prejiarss  an  application  form,  which  should  be  used  in 
all  cases  in  accordance  with  the  directions  for  filling 
it  up,  printed  on  page  4  of  the  blank.  This  form  will 
U)  be  furnished  upon  request.  The  form  is  made  as  simple 
its  the  law  will  allow,  and  it  is  desirable  that  all  the 
information  asked  for  shall  be  supplied.  The  follow¬ 
ing  information  called  for  in  the  blank  is  necessary , 
<i  nd  without  it  no  entry  of  tide  can  he  made: 

;»:>  1 .  The  application  must  state  the  nature  of  the  arti¬ 

cle  for  which  copyright  is  desired — i.  e.,  whether  it  is 
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a  bunk,  periodical,  map,  drama,  musical  composition, 
engrax'ing,  photograph,  lithograph,  chromo,  ora  paint¬ 
ing,  drawing,  or  statuary.  The  classes  of  articles 
named  in  the  copyright  statutes  as  subject  to  copy¬ 
right  are  printed  on  page  4  of  the  application  blank,  5 
and  no  article  can  be  registered  in  the  Copyright  Office 
which  can  not  be  classed  under  one  or  the  other  desig¬ 
nation  tised  in  the  law  to  indicate  the  articles  subject 
to  copyright  protection.  Indefinite  designations,  such 
as  “publication,”  “reproduction,”  “picture,”  “work  10 
of  art,”  etc.,  should  not  be  used.  The  term  “chart” 
should  only  be  used  to  indicate  some  form  of  map, 
and  not  in  its  ordinary  sense  in  referring  to  printed 
matter  spread  out  upon  a  sheet.  Such  articles  should 
be  described  as  books.  The  words  “engraving,”  15 
“cut,”  and  “print”  are  understood  to  mean  only  a 
work  of  art,  and  the  articles  which  they  designate  aro 
subject  to  copyright  only  when  they  are  articles  sold  or 
exchanged  for  their  artistic  value.  The  term  “print” 
should  not  be  used  to  designate  something  printed.  20 
The  terms  “design”  and  “  model”  should  only  be  used 
to  designate  a  distinctly  artistic  production.  If  only 
the  words  of  a  song  are  desired  to  be  protected,  the  ap¬ 
plication  should  be  made  out  for  a  “book;”  if  protec¬ 
tion  is  desired  for  both  words  and  music,  application  25 
should  be  made  for  a  “  musical  composition.”  Do  not 
apply  for  entry  of  a  “comedy,”  a  “drama,”  or  a 
“  farce,”  or  use  any  similar  differentiating  term,  but  in 
all  cases  use  tho  designation  “dramatic  composition.” 

2.  When  application  is  made  for  a  book,  chromo,  ;{ii 
lithograph,  or  photograph,  it  is  necessary  to  state 
where  tho  article  is  printed  or  made,  or  whether  it  is 
printed  or  made,  or  to  be  printed  or  made,  in  the 
United  8tates. 

3.  It  is  not  necessary  to  state  the  name  of  the  author  35 
if  it  is  desired  to  keep  the  book  or  other  article  anony¬ 
mous,  but  the  nationality  of  the  author  of  any  liter¬ 
ary,  musical,  or  artistic  work  is  required  in  order  to 
determine  the  foe  to  be  charged,  and  also  to  determine 
whether  the  article,  in  the  case  of  a  foreign  work*  is  4" 
the  production  of  a  citizen  of  some  country  to  the  sub¬ 
jects  of  which  country  the  privilege  of  copyright  in 
the  United  States  has  been  extended. 

In  the  case  of  an  author  who  is  a  native  of  a  foreign 
country  but  a  legal  or  perma  nent  resident  of  the  U nited  45 
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States,  that  fact  should  be  stated,  or  the  citizenship 
should  be  given  as  of  the  United  States.  If  the  author 
is  of  foreign  nativity  but  has  declared  his  intention  to 
liecome  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  that  fact  should 
!><>  stated. 

4.  An  entry  of  copyright  can  not  be  made  unless 
i  In*  application  for  such  entry  contains  a  distinct  state¬ 
ment  in  whose  name  the  claim  of  copyright  is  to  Is* 
registered.  The  Copyright  Office  can  not  infer  from 
tin*  form  of  application  who  is  the  intended  claimant. 
The  application  must  distinctly  state  the  full  name 
and  address  of  the  person  who  claims  to  be  proprietor 
uf  the  copyright  .  No  entry  can  be  made  in  a  fictitious 
name,  such  as  a  uom  de  plume  or  pseudonym.  The 
real  name  of  the  claimant  must  be  stated.  Not  only 
does  the  law  require  that  the  real  name  of  the  copy¬ 
right  claimant  shall  be  printed  in  the  notice  of  copy¬ 
right  which  it  is  obligatory  to  print  upon  each  copy  of 
any  article  copyrighted,  but  it  also  requires  that  the 
name  of  the  copyright  claimant  shall  be  printed  in 
I  he  catalogue  of  copyright  entries.  If  an  author  de¬ 
sires  to  preserve  his  anonymity  and  to  avoid  putting 
his  name  on  record,  he  should  arrange  to  have  some 
other  person  make  the  copyright  entry  in  such  per¬ 
son’s  name  as  “proprietor,”  under  an  arrangement 
with  himself  as  author.  Entry  can  be  made  in  the 
name  of  a  firm,  of  a  corporation,  or  trustee,  or  in  two 
<>r  more  names  as  joint  authors  or  proprietors. 

5.  The  blank  should  be  filled  up  to  state  whether 
the  copyright  is  claimed  as  author  or  as  proprietor  of 
the  work  whose  title  is  recorded. 

One  application  form  will  serve  for  a  number  of 
titles,  provided  the  information  called  for  on  page  1  of 
the  blank  is  equally  applicable  to  each  title.  In  case, 
however,  the  titles  are  typewritten  on  pages  2  and  3 
of  the  blank,  a  space  of  1$  inches  should  be  left  between 
<*ach  title,  ar.d  no  more  be  put  upon  each  page  than 
will  allow  this  space,  which  is  required  for  receiving 
the  date  and  numlier  stamp  which  jiertains  to  each 
title. 

FILING  THE  TITLE. 

The  first  step  to  be  taken  in  order  to  secure  copy¬ 
right  protection,  according  to  law,  is  the  transmission 
to  this  office  of  a  printed  copy  of  the  title  of  the  book 
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or  other  article.  (Revised  Statutes,  section  4906.) 
The  copying  of  such  title  page  into  the  record  books 
of  the  Copyright  Office  becomes  the  recording  of  the 
claim  of  copyright.  The  requirements  of  the  statute 
are  definite,  and  it  is  incumbent  that  they  shall  be 
exactly  complied  with.  If,  therefore,  no  title  is  sent, 
no  entry  can  be  made.

Written  titles  i 
ran  not  he  accepted.  8ending  two  copies  of  a  book  or 
other  article  is  not  a  compliance  with  the  requirement 
of  the  law  that  a  title  and  two  copies  must  be  sent, 
but  three  copies  will  serve,  if  such  copies  bear  the 
printed  title.  2 

Mu*  hum.  In  the  case  of  music,  preferably  the  printed  title 
rover  of  the  music  should  be  sent  when  this  contains 
a  complete  title  with  names  of  author  of  the  words 
and  composer  of  the  music;  or,  in  lieu  thereof, a  1h ird 
copy  of  the  piece  of  music.  But  if  this  can  not  be  3 
done,  the  complete  title  should  be  typewritten  on  page 
2  or  3  of  the  blank.  If  several  typewritten  titles  are 
to  be  sent  with  one  application,  they  can  be  put  upon 
pages  2  and  3  of  the  application  blank,  It  inches 
apart,  so  as  to  allow  the  date  and  number  stamp  to  3 
come  between. 

•orki  In  the  case  of  a  painting,  drawing,  statue,  statuary, 
or  a  model  or  design  for  a  work  of  the  fine  arts,  in 
addition  to  the  title,  if  there  is  one,  a  description  must 
be  sent,  and  a  photograph  must  be  filed.  This  photo-  4 
graph  is  required  for  identification,  and  should  be  « 
photograph  taken  directly  from  the  work  of  art,  and 
not  a  print,  half-tone,  photogravure,  or  any  other  kind 
of  reproduction. 
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Great  care  should  be  taken  to  send  this  title  for 
r. cord  before  the  publication  or  distribution  of  any 
.  ..pies  of  the  article  which  it  is  desired  to  copyright. 
The  law  states  explicitly  (section  4956,  Revised  Stat¬ 
utes)  that  “No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  copyright 
unless  he  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of  publication,  in 
this  or  any  foreign  country,  deliver  at  the  office  of  the 
Librarian  of  Congress,  or  deposit  in  the  mail  within 
tlu*  United  States,  addressed  to  the  Librarian  of  Con¬ 
gress,  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  a  printed 
copy  of  the  title  of  the  book,  map,  chart,  dramatic  or 
musical  composition,  engraving,  cut,  print,  photo¬ 
graph,  or  chromo,  or  a  description  of  the  painting, 

•  I rawing,  statue,  statuary,  or  a  model  or  design,  fora 
work  of  the  fine  arts,  for  which  he  desires  a  copyright.” 

WORKS  IN  MORE  THAN  ONE  VOLUME. 

In  the  case  of  works  published  in  parts  or  volumes, 
i  he  title  of  each  part  or  volume  must  be  recorded  as 
an  independent  work.  Of  newspapers,  magazines,  or 

•  •t  her  periodical  publications,  the  title  for  each  number, 
distinguished  by  volume,  number,  and  date,  is  required 
to  be  filed  as  if  it  were  a  distinct  work. 

In  the  case  of  engravings,  photographs,  or  other 
articles  published  with  variations,  or  music  in  differ¬ 
ent  arrangements,  a  title  must  be  recorded  for  each 
variety,  and  must  be  so  worded  as  to  clearly  differ¬ 
entiate  the  different  editions  or  issues.  Each  poee,  in 
the  case  of  a  photograph,  requires  separate  entry 
under  some  distinguishing  title,  number,  or  mark. 

WHO  CAN  APPLY  FOR  A  COPYRIGHT. 

1.  The  author  of  any  literary,  musical,  dramatic, 
'•r  artistic  work,  who  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
or  a  subject  of  any  country  to  whose  citizens  the 
United  States  has  extended  the  benefits  of  copyright, 
is  privileged  to  obtain  copyright  in  the  United  States, 
'■i.  Any  person  to  whom  an  author,  who  has  the 
privilege  of  copyright  in  the  United  States,  has  trans¬ 
ferred  his  copyright  can  apply  for  and  obtain  copy¬ 
right  entry  as  a  “proprietor.”  3.  A  translator,  and 
the  editor,  compiler,  dramatizer,  or  abridger  of  a 
work,  may,  under  the  copyright  law,  be  considered  as 
the  author  of  the  translation,  the  compilation,  the 
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dramatization,  or  the  abridgment,  and  can  apply  for 
and  obtain  copyright  entry. 

The  mere' possession  of  a  book,  either  in  manuscript 
or  printed  form,  does  not  of  itself  give  the  possessor 
the  privilege  of  copyright. 

DEPOSIT  OF  COPIES. 

The  second  step  required  to  be  taken  to  complete  n 
copyright  is  the  deposit  of  two  copies  of  the  article 
for  which  the  title  has  been  recorded.  This  must  be 
made  before  the  publication  or  distribution  of  any 
copies  of  the  article,  the  law  explicitly  providing  that 
“  No  person  shall  he  entitled  to  a  copyright  unless  he 
shall  also,  not  later  than  the  day  of  the  publication 
thereof ,  in  this  or  any  foreign  country ,  deliver  at  the 
office  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress,  at  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia,  or  deposit  in  the  mail,  within 
the  United  States,  addressed  to  the  Librarian  of  Con¬ 
gress,  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  two  copies 
of  such  copyright  book,  map,  chart,  dramatic  or  mu¬ 
sical  composition,  engraving,  chromo,  cut,  print,  or 
photograph,  or  in  case  of  a  painting,  drawing,  statue, 
statuary,  model,  or  design  for  a  work  of  the  fine  arts, 
a  photograph  of  the  same.” 

Unless  this  deposit  is  made  a  penalty  of  $2 ft  is 
incurred. 

Two  copies  are  required,  and  they  must  be  com¬ 
plete  copies  of  the  best  edition.  The  explicit  words  of 
the  statute  are :  “  Two  complete  printed  copies  thereof , 
of  the  best  edition  issued .”  (Revised  Statutes,  sec¬ 
tion  4959.)  In  the  case  of  books,  the  copies  must  be 
printed  from  type  set  within  the  limits  of  the  United 
States.  Photographs  must  be  prints  from  negatives 
made  in  the  United  8tates,  and  chromos  and  litho¬ 
graphs  from  drawings  on  stone  or  transfers  there¬ 
from  made  in  the  United  States. 

When  a  book  is  published  serially  in  a  periodical, 
tico  copies  of  each  number  of  the  magazine  contain¬ 
ing  it  should  be  deposited,  and  if  afterwards  published 
as  a  complete  work,  then  two  copies  of  the  completed 
book  should  be  deposited. 

In  the  case  of  a  new  edition  the  law  requires  the 
deposit  of  one  copy. 

Regarding  the  dejiosit  of  plays,  see  page  14. 
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All  articles,  such  as  photographs,  engravings,  etc., 
sent  for  deposit,  should  bear  a  distinguishing  title, 
number,  or  mark.  In  the  case  of  a  series  of  photo¬ 
graphs  of  the  same  subject,  each  pose  should  have 
some  distinguishing  mark. 

These  articles  for  copyright  deposit  can  be  sent  frre  m 

by  mail  (without  limit  of  weight),  if  the  printed 
Penalty  Labels,  furnished  upon  request  by  tho  Libra¬ 
rian  of  Congress,  are  used.

This  printed  publication,  therefore,  is  equivalent  t<>  ‘•wingin'  miry 
a  published  receipt  for  copies  deposited  to  complete 
copyright,  and  is  the  only  form  of  receipt  which  the 
office  is  authorized  by  law  to  give;  except  that  acerti- 
10  tied  receipt  can  be  given  upon  payment  of  the  legal 
fee  of  50  cents  and  one  uncanceled  10-cent  internal- 
revenue  stamp. 
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DIRECTIONS  FOR  SECURING  COPYRIGHTS. 

If  for  special  reasons,  however,  receipts  for  the 
deposit  of  copies  are  required,  they  can  be  given,  pro¬ 
vided  a  blank  receipt  form  is  properly  filled  out  by 
the  sender  of  the  article,  ready  for  dating  and  sign¬ 
ing;  and  provided  it  is  sent  with  the  two  copies  of  the  i 
article  required  by  law  to  be  delivered.

In  the  case  of  a  book,  the  law  prescribes  that  this  i.Fi 
notice  shall  be  printed  on  the  title-page,  or  the  page 
immediately  following;  and  in  tho  case  of  other  arti¬ 
cles  copyrighted  the  notice  must  be  inscribed  on  some 
visible  portion  thereof,  or  of  the  substance  on  which 
the  same  shall  be  mounted.  The  date  given  in  the  3«» 
copyright  notice  should  agree  with  the  year  date  of 
the  entry  of  the  title  upon  the  records  of  the  Copy¬ 
right  Office,  and  the  name  of  the  copyright  claimant, 
as  printed,  should  agree  with  the  name  recorded  as 
proprietor  of  the  copyright.  A  variance  between  tho  3.‘. 
claim  as  recorded  and  as  printed  upon  the  article 
would  cast  a  doubt  upon  the  validity  of  the  copy¬ 
right  ;  hence  care  should  be  used  to  see  that  they  agree. 

PENALTY  FOR  FALSE  NOTICE  OF  COPYRIGHT. 

The  law  imposes  a  penalty  of  $100  ujHrn  any  person  40 
who  shall  insert  the  notice  of  copyright,  or  words  of 
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th *  name  purport,  upon  any  book  or  other  article 
which  has  not  been  copyrighted,  whether  such  article 
Ue  subject  to  copy  right  or  otherwise;  or  who  shall 
knowingly  issue  or  sell  any  article  bearing  a  notice  of 
1’ tilted  States  copyright  which  has  not  been  copy¬ 
righted  in  the  United  States;  or  who  shall  import  any 
l>ook,  photograph,  chrome  or  lithograph,  or  other 
article  bearing  such  notice  of  copyright  or  words  of 
ilio  same  purport,  which  is  not  copyrighted  in  this 
•  country. 

COPYRIGHT  PEES. 

The  copyright  fees  prescribed  by  law  are  as  follows: 

For  recording  each  title  of  a  book,  or  other  article, 
the  production  of  a  citizen  or  resident  of  the  United 
Slates,  the  charge  is  fifty  (60)  cents.  If  a  certificate 
of  copyright  (i.  e.,  a  certificate  of  the  entry  of  the 
title)  is  desired,  there  is  an  additional  charge  of  fifty 
(50)  cents,  or  $1  in  all.  When  a  certificate  is  ordered, 
there  should  also  be  sent  one  uiicanceled  10-cent  inlor- 
ii  iial-revenue  stamp,  to  be  canceled  and  attached  thereto 
in  this  office. 

For  recording  each  title  of  a  book,  or  other  work, 
the  production  of  a  person  not  a  citizen  or  resident  of 
the  United  States,  the  charge  is  $1.  This  fee  of  $1  is 
required  to  be  paid  for  recording  the  title  of  every 
work  whose  original  author  or  producer  is  “a  person 
not  a  citizen  or  resident,  of  the  Uuited  States,”  whether 
the  proprietor  of  the  copyright  is  or  is  not  a  citizen  or 
resident  of  the  United  States.  A  certificate  of  such 
lo  record  requires  the  payment  of  fifty  (60)  cents  addi¬ 
tional,  or  $1.60  in  all.  In  this  case,  also,  if  a  certifi¬ 
cate  is  desired,  one  uncanceled  10-cent  internal-reve- 
iiuo  stamp  should  be  forwarded  with  the  application. 

For  every  copy  under  seal  of  the  record  of  entry  of 
any  title,  the  charge  is  fifty  (50)  cents,  aud  one  uncan- 
roled  10-cent  internal-revenue  stamp. 

For  a  certified  receipt  for  the  deposit  of  the  two 
copies  required  by  law,  the  charge  is  fifty  (50)  cents, 
and  one  uncanceled  10-cent  internal-revenue  stamp, 
•n  For  recording  and  certifying  any  instrument  of 
writing  for  the  assignment  of  a  copyright,  of  ordinary 
length,  the  charge  is  $1 ;  and  for  each  copy  of  an  as¬ 
signment  $1 ;  with,  in  each  case,  one  uncanceled  10- 
cent  internal-revenue  stamp. 
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DIRECTIONS  FOR  SECURING  COPYRIGHTS. 

Each  ami  every  certificate  issued  by  the  Copyright 
Office  now  requires  to  have  attached  to  it  a  10-cent 
internal-revenue  stamp.  This  stamp  should,  in  all 
cases,  lie  sent  uncanceled,  and  should  be  pinned ,  not 
stuck,  to  the  application  or  letter. 

It  is  optional  with  the  copyright  applicant  to  pay 
the  fee  for  a  certificate  at  tho  time  of  entry  of  title. 

A  certificate  of  copyright  is  convenient  prima  facie 
evidence  of  copyright  entry;  but  this  document  can 
lie  had  in  the  form  of  a  certified  copy  of  record  at  any  1" 
time  sulisequcnt  to  the  entry  of  title. 

Po  not  .send  any  revenue  stamp*  unless  certificates 
re  desired;  and  in  no  case  should  any  postage  stamps 
or  stainjied  envelopes  Ixj  sent  for  reply,  as  all  Copy- 
right-Offico  mail  is  forwarded  under  n  Government  1’* 
frank. 

All  remittances  should  lie  by  money  order  or  ex¬ 
press  order,  }>ayable  to  the  Librarian  ok  Congress. 

No  mouey  should  lie  placed  in  any  (inckuge  of  books, 
music,  or  other  matter  sent  to  tho  Copyright  Office,  20 
and  all  remitters  are  respectfully  urged  to  take  care 
to  send  an  identifiable  remittance.  Postage  stamps 
should  not  be  sent  as  foes. 

term  ok  copyright  and  renewal. 

The  first  term  of  copyright  is  for  twenty-eight  years  25 
from  the  time  of  recording  tho  title  in  the  Copyright 
Office.  The  title  is  recorded  on  the  day  of  its  receipt 
in  the  Copyriyht  Office ,  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  copyright  statutes,  and  no  date  prior 
to  the  day  of  receipt  can  be  given  to  the  entry  of  title;  30 
but  ujsm  request  a  title  will  lie  held  a  reasonable  time 
and  recorded  upon  some  subsequent  day,  if  desired. 

Within  six  months  before  the  expiration  of  the  first 
term  of  copyriyht ,  the  author,  if  ho  is  still  living,  or  his 
widow  or  children,  if  he  is  dead,  can  have  the  copy-  35 
right  continued  for  a  further  terra  of  fourtecu  years. 
This  renewal  requires  the  filing  of  the  title  a  second 
time,  and  tho  deposit  of  the  two  copies  on  publication, 
exactly  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  an  original  copy¬ 
right.  The  fees  are  also  the  same,  but  in  the  case  of  40 
a  renewal  a  certificate  is  obligatory,  and  this  certificate 
must  lie  published,  for  the  space  of  four  weeks,  in 
some  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  the  United 
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States.  TliiB  publication  of  the  certificate  of  renewal 
must  take  place  within  two  months  from  its  date. 

ASSIGNMENT  OF  COPYRIGHTS. 

Copyrights  are  assignable  in  law  by  any  instru- 
ment  of  writing.  This  should  state  the  names  of  the 
assignee  and  the  assignor,  the  title  of  the  book  or  other 
article  assigned;  should  contain  a  statement  of  “val¬ 
uable  consideration,”  and  should  be  dated.  Every 
assignment  must  be  recorded  in  the  Copyright  Office 
|u  within  sixty  days  after  its  execution,  “in  default  of 
which  it  shall  bo  void  as  against  any  subsequent 
purchaser  or  mortgagee  for  a  valuable  consideration, 
without  notice.”  (Revised  Statutes,  sec.  41)55.) 

The  foe  for  recording  and  certifying  any  instru- 
I  't  ment  of  writing  for  the  assignment  of  a  copyright,  of 
ordinary  length,  is  $1,  and  one  uncanceled  /oi-cent 
internal-revenue  stamp.  Tho  same  fee  is  prescrib'd 
by  law  for  each  copy  of  an  assignment. 

PUBLICATION  AFTER  ENTRY  OF  TITLE. 

■.‘ii  The  time  of  publication  of  any  work  of  which  the 
title  has  been  recorded  is  not  limited  by  the  statu te, 
but  the  courts  have  intimated  that  the  publication 
should  take  place  within  a  “reasonable  time.”  Tin* 
United  States  copyright  law  makes  no  sj>ecinl  provi- 
sion  for  an  interim  copyright,  and  the  inchoate  right 
secured  by  tho  filing  of  tho  title-page  prior  to  publi¬ 
cation  has  not  been  determined ;  but  the  entry  of  the 
title,  either  of  a  book,  periodical,  or  other  publication 
subject  to  copyright,  does  not  securo  a  monojioly  in 
::o  the  use  of  such  title.  The  title  is  only  protected  as 
an  integral  part  of  tho  work  which  it  designates, 
hence  only  the  titles  of  specific  publications  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  copyright  registration. 

TRANSLATION  AND  DRAMATIZATION. 

The  act  of  March  3,  18U1  (51st  Congress,  2d  session, 
chapter  565,  section  1 :  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  26,  p. 
1107),  provides  that  “authors  or  their  assigns  shall 
have  exclusive  right  to  dramatize  and  translate  any 
of  their  works  for  which  copyright  shall  have  been 
l'»  obtained  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States.” 
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Translations  authorized  by  the  authors  or  proprie¬ 
tors  of  copyrighted  works,  and  translations  of  non¬ 
copyrighted  books,  are  subject  to  copyright  entry  in 
the  Copyright  Office  as  original  productions,  and  ap¬ 
plication  for  copyright  entry  should  be  made  as  for  •*. 
an  original  work. 

Dramatic  compositions  should  l>e  applied  for  upon 
printed  or  typewritten  titles,  as  in  the  case  of  other 
literary  compositions.  It  has  been  the  practice  of  the 
Copyright  Office  to  receive  and  credit,  at  the  responsi-  1  •» 
bility  of  the  claimant,  two  typewritten  copies  of  a 
drama,  but  by  a  recent  decision  of  the  courts  it  is  held 
that  such  deposit  of  typewritten  copies  is  not  a  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  copyright  law.  Under  these  circum¬ 
stances  the  safer  course  to  pursue  is  to  file  printed  1ft 
copies. 

PERIODICALS. 

The  general  title  of  a  newspaper  or  periodical,  apart 
from  the  contents,  can  not  be  protected  under  the  copy¬ 
right  law.  Each  number,  therefore,  of  a  periodical  2" 
should  be  entered  by  its  title,  distinguished  by  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  volume,  number,  and  date  of  the -issue. 
Application  can  be  made  for  the  entry,  in  advance, 
of  a  number  of  issues,  by  sending  the  printed  title 
heading  with  the  variations  as  to  volume,  number,  2ft 
and  date  written  in,  each  issue  requiring  a  separate 
fee.  The  entry  of  title  should  precede  publication,  and 
two  copies  of  each  issue  should  be  sent  to  the  Library 
of  Congress,  Cojtyriyht  Department,  at  the  earliest  mo¬ 
ment  after  printing.  Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  insur-  3<» 
ing  the  receipt  of  the  two  copies  of  a  newspaper  in  the 
Library  of  Congress  on  or  before  the  day  of  publica¬ 
tion,  as  required  by  law,  it  is  a  desirable  precaution 
to  obtain  the  postmaster’s  receipt,  to  serve,  in  case  of 
need,  as  evidence  of  the  mailing  of  the  two  copies  on  3ft 
or  before  the  day  of  publication. 

Care  should  be  taken,  in  applying,  that  the  name  of 
the  copyright  claimant  is  stated  in  the  same  form  as 
it  is  intended  to  print  it  in  the  notice  of  copyright 
required  to  be  printed  on  each  paper.  40 

INTERNATIONAL  COPYRIGHT. 

By  the  act  of  March  3, 1891,  which  went  into  effect  ou 
July  1  of  the  same  year,  the  United  States  Congress, 
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by  textual  amendment  of  the  then  existing  copy¬ 
right  law,  removed  the  limitation  of  the  privilege  of 
ropy  right  to  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  made 
it  |>o88ible  for  foreign  authors  to  obtain  copyright  in 
i  ho  United  States  upon  the  same  terms  as  native  au- 
iliors,  except  that  the  fee  for  entry  in  the  case  of  the 
production  of  a  foreigner  is  double.  Congress,  liow- 
.  vor,  distinctly  provided  that  the  copyright  privileges 
>ccured  by  the  act  should  “only  apply  to  a  citizen  or 
|r  subject  of  a  foreign  state  or  nation  when  such  foreign 
state  or  nation  permits  to  citizens  of  the  United  States 
•  »f  America  the  lienefit  of  copyright  on  substantially 
the  same  basis  as  [to]  its  own  citizens;  or  when  such 
foreign  state  or  nation  is  a  party  to  on  international 
I  ’•  agreement  which  provides  for  reciprocity  in  the  grant¬ 
ing  of  copyright,  by  the  terms  of  which  agreement 
the  United  States  of  America  may  at  its  pleasure 
liecome  a  j>arty  to  such  agreement.” 

Under  the  operation  of  this  provision,  tho  privileges 
•o  of  copyright  in  the  United  States  have  been  extended 
by  Presidential  proclamations  to  the  authors  of 
Itelgium,  Chile,  Denmark,  France,  Germany,  Great 
Britain  and  her  possessions  (Australia,  Canada,  India, 
etc.),  Italy,  Mexico,  Portugal,  Spain,  and  Switzerland. 

The  authors,  artists,  composers,  etc.,  of  the  coun¬ 
tries  named,  therefore,  and  their  assigns,  as  copyright 
proprietors,  can  obtain  copyright  protection  for  their 
works  in  the  United  States  upon  the  same  stipulations 
as  those  which  apply  to  American  authors,  and  the 
;o  foregoing  directions  for  obtaining  copyright  protec¬ 
tion  should  be  followed  in  the  case  of  foreign  works 
exactly  as  in  the  case  of  American  works. 

SPAIN. 

The  war  with  Spain  suspended  the  privilege  of 
;.*»  copyright  in  the  United  States  for  the  productions  of 
Spanish  subjects.  Concerning  the  renewal  of  the 
privilege,  the  Attorney  General  expressed  the  follow¬ 
ing  opinion,  under  date  of  December  2, 1898:  “When 
a  treaty  of  peace  shall  have  been  finally  concluded, 
to  their  rights  will  be  determined  either  by  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  treaty  or,  if  the  treaty  be  silent,  it  will  be 
competent  for  the  United  States,  through  its  executive 
officers,  to  resume  the  exercise  of  such  rights  and 
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privileges  as  previously  existed  and  liavo  not  been 
definitively  declared  terminated.  So  that  if  the  treaty 
lie  silent  with  reference  to  copyright,  it  would,  in  my 
opinion,  be  entirely  proper  for  the  Librarian  of  Con¬ 
gress  to  admit  Sixinish  subjects,  after  the  conclusion 
and  ratification  of  the  treaty,  to  the  same  copyright 
privileges  that  they  enjoyed  prior  t*  >  the  declaration 
of  war.”  Under  the  alsivo  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
General,  registration  of  titles  of  works  by  citizens  of 
8]>ain  has  lieen  resumed  since  April  11,  1899.  1 

HAWAII,  PUERTO  RICO,  CURA,  AND  THE  PHILIPPINES. 

In  regard  to  the  privilege  of  copyright  in  the  United 
States  on  liehalf  of  the  natives  of  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico, 
Cuba,  and  the  Philippines,  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
General,  Dccemlier  2,  1898,  was  as  follows:  1 

“It  apjiears  that  the  subjects  of  Hawaii  had  not, 
prior  to  the  passage  of  the  resolution  of  annexation  of 
July  ?,  1898,  become  vested  by  proclamation  with  the 
privilege  of  copyright  in  the  United  States.  I  have 
heretofore  held,  in  an  opinion,  that  certain  laws  of  the  '!< 
United  States  relative  to  tonnage  dues  ujion  vessels 
from  foreign  jiorts  still  applied  totlio  ports  of  Hawaii, 
and  had  not  lieen  abrogated  by  the  terms  or  effect  of 
the  resolution  of  annexation.  For  the  reasons  given 
in  that  opinion,  I  think  that  the  inhabitants  of  Hawaii  2- 
are  not  at  present,  in  the  alisence  of  affirmative  legis¬ 
lation  by  Congress  to  that  effect,  entitled  to  the  liem- 
fits  of  our  copyright  laws. 

“Puerto  Rico,  Cuba,  and  Manila  have  not  us  yet 
lieen  formally  ceded  to  the  United  States.  So  far  as  9i 
they  am  subject  to  the  control  and  government  of  this 
country  they  are  ruled  under  tho  principle  of  lielligor- 
ent  right.  They  have  not  become  entitled  to  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  citizens  of  the  United  States.  In  my 
opinion,  when  they  shall  have  been  directly  coded  by  -V 
treaty  to  the  United  States,  and  such  treat)  duly  rati¬ 
fied  by  the  Senate,  their  respective  inhabitants  will 
not  lie  entitled  to  tho  benefits  of  tho  copyright  laws 
unless  the  treaty,  by  its  terras,  confers  such  right,  or 
Congress  shall  afterwards  extend  such  laws  to  the  -H 
inhabitants  of  those  countries.”

Th**  lwiielitR  of  copyright  an*  available  for  the  pro¬ 
ductions  of  American  citizens  in  the  countries  named 
iltove  (p.  1/i),  but  only  as  they  are  available  to  the 
ilizcns  of  such  countries.  That  is  to  say,  citizens  of 
i he  Unitctl  States  can  obtain  copyright  abroad  in  t lie 
.  ••untries  named,  and  in  such  other  countries  as  by 
their  laws  grant  copyright  privileges  to  aliens,  by 
taking  the  steps  required  by  the  laws  and  regulations 
in  force  in  each  country.  Application  should  Ik*  made 
to  the  copyright  bureau,  or  government  officer  charged 
with  the  administration  of  copyright  business  in  each 
ease.  Owing  to  the  diversity  of  the  requirements,  and 
the  nwssity  of  complying  exactly  with  the  law  and 
t he  departmental  regulations,  the  practical  way  is  to 
sci-ure  the  services  of  an  agent  or  publisher  abroad. 

As  the  United  States  is  not  a  party  to  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Copyright  Union,  and  has  not  entered  into  any 
treaties  with  foreign  countries  to  secure  in  such  coun¬ 
tries  protection  for  existing  United  Stab-s  copyrights, 
copyright  protection  is  not  secured  abroad  by  virtue 
■  if  copyright  registration  in  this  country.  Entry  of 
'■"iit/rijhf  til  ll'nshinyttin  yin  s  )>rnttriinn  In  I  Ur  rnjty- 
liyht  only  irilhin  tin •  I’nitnl  Stott Mori-over,  the 
copyright  department  of  the  Library  of  Congress  has 
no  official  functions  as  regards  the  s«*curing  of  copy¬ 
rights  abroad,  and  can  take  no  action  regarding  such 
h ueign  c< »py right  pn »tect  ion.
